Although a much neater connection of the gut with the 
hook is made where the eye opens into grooves as described, yet the said 
grooves may be dispensed with, and the gut connected with the hook by an' 
* ordinary knot* In this case the eye is made nearer the top of 'the shank than 
when the grooves are employed. ; The eyes in the shanks of the fishhooks! 
may be stamped or pierced therein, and the said eyes, as well as the grooves, 
or depressions starting from the said eyes, may be of various sizes and shapes 
My Invention is applicable to fish hooks of various kinds.
